THE REPORT OF THE NECROLOGIST 


“Thou hast holden my right hand. Thou wilt guide me with Thy 
counsel, and afterward receive me to glory.” 

This Synodical year is marked by the passing of three notable 
lives in our ministerial family. They are: James Angus Lowe, FE. Lee 
Fleck and Mrs. Harriet Olive Fleck, wife of E. Lee Fleck. It is always 
difficult to speak of departed friends. Their life and character make 
us feel as if we were in the presence of the hallowed spirits, and as we 
think of them as being guided of the Lord, they are: 

James Angus Lowe, son of Cornelius and Mary Ann Lowe, was 
bern October 22, 1851 at Smicksburg, Indiana County, Pa., and 
died in Omaha, April 29, 1938 at the ripe age of 86 years, 6 months 
and 7 days. He was educated at the village school, the Glade Run 
Academy, and Wittenberg College and Seminary at Springfield, Ohio. 
For two winters he taught in rural schools; he also taught in Swede 
College, Knoxville, Ill.,-in the rural school in Johnson County, 
Kansas; for eight years as principal of the high school in Jericho 
Springs, Mo.. and for several summers he was instructor in the 
Teachers’ Institute in Cedar County, Missouri. He also held a Missouri 
State Teachers’ Life Certificate. From his alma mater, Wittenberg 
College, he received his A. M., and from the University of Arkansas 
the degree of Ph. D. | 


James Angus Lowe was licensed to preach by the Iowa Synod 
and ordained to the Gospel ministry by the Kansas Synod in 1878. 
When he finished his Seminary work he told the Synodical Missionary 
Committe that “he was going to Kansas”; but “the committe does 
not have any money and is not sending any man to Kansas,’ they 
replied. He answered, “I am not asking be any money, or to be sent, 
' am goine to Kansas.” He began his ministry preaching in school 
houses in Johnsen County, Kansas. For three and one-half years he 


was pastor at White Rock, Kansas, a town extinct for fifty years. 


He nee~ched at Hardy. Nebraska from March, 1880 to September, 
1883; Barnes. Waterville and Hebron, Kansas, September, 1883 to 
November. 1888; Hutchinson. Kansas, November, 1888 to April, 1891; 

ichita, Kensas, April. 1891 to August, 1893; at Chapman, Kansas, 
August, 1893 to August, 1894: at Jericho Springs, Mo., September, 
1894 to June, “i and in Nebraska, at Beatrice, December, 1902 
to August, 1908; Wilber, December, 1908 to 1913. He also supplied 
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the Churches at Beatrice and McCool Junction; and f | 
he held a pastorate at Fernald, lowa from 1916 ke 1918. woe Teare 


Dr. Lowe was President of the Kansas Synod for three years, 
and for three years its Secretary; likewise in the Nebraska Synod, 
he was President for three years and also its Secretary for three 
years. Twice he was a delegate to the former General Synod, and 
for a period of twenty years he was a member of the Board of 
Trustees of Midland College. | 
} Dr. Lowe was married August 1, 1877 at Oregon, Ill. to Miss 
Anna Eugenie Wertz, a teacher in the high school at Galesburg. The 
strength of her character, and the willing and efficient energy she 

ssessed was given without stint to her Eusbaad’s missionary work. 

er Church activities sowed the seeds of the disease that finally 
resulted in her death at Wilber, Nebraska, June 4, 1912. To this 
union there were born three children: Charles R. Lowe, Pastor at 
Monroe, Wisc., Emery C. who died in school service at Carcar, Cebu, 
Philippine Islands, February 29, 1908, and a daughter, Mrs. W. G. 
Springer of Carthage, Mo. 

June 22, 1916, Dr. Lowe was married to Mrs. Anna Julia 
Peters of Beatrice, Nebraska, who survives him. After serving the 
pastorate at Fernald, lowa, Dr. Lowe retired about ten years ago and 
took up his residence in Omaha. 

Funeral services were held in Kountze Memorial Church, May 4, 
1938, Dr. G. N. Mendenhall of Sterling, Kansas, preaching the sermon. 
Dr. Walter H. Traub, pastor of Kountze Memorial and Rev. Newell

' Three regular and three special meetings were held. The officers 
are Mr. Otto Nelson, President; Mr. Albert Hedelund, Treasurer; 
and J. C. Hershey, Secretary and Missionary Superintendent. Follow- 
ing is a report of the activities for the year. 

Broadwater. Organized July, 1934. Rev. E. F. Rohlfing accepted 
a call to this mission and began his services September 1, 1937. Under 
his efficient leadership this mission is making a very substantial 
tebe keports show increases in attendance, membership and 

ces. 

Columbus. Organized 1931. Rev. E. A. Dorner has been the 
pastor since December 2, 1936. The ave church attendance has 
risen from 49 to 65. Average S. S. attendance has increased from 
31 to 41 during the past year. Receipts in money also show an in- 
crease. The communing membership now is 75. Enrollment in S. §. 
is 48. 3 

Scribner. Organized April, 1935. Rev. A. W. Young is the penton, 
Considering that this congregation has been meeting in a theater 
building for worship, it has had a remarkable growth since its organi- 
zation. Though the pastor is laboring under difficulties, the future of 
this mission is very encouraging. Pastor Young also serves a congre- 
gation at Snyder. 

Spencer. Organized April, 1930. Rev. A. L. Mendenhall is the 
successor of Rev. R. V. Davis who: accepted a call to Paxton. This 
congregation has suffered from drouth and grasshoppers more than 
any other parish in our synod. This has not stop them in their 
progress. ‘They have a parsonage for the small 
price of $1,200. We are told that this parsonage, during prosperous 

ears, could not have been bought for less than $4,000. The house is 
good condition and four blocks from the church. This congregation 

is prepared to pay to the Board of Church Extension of the U. L. C. 
A. the last installment due on their church building. The money is 


in the treasury and will be paid the first of July. 


Ericson. This congregation has been ably supplied ge the 
winter and spring months by student Paul Wharton. Rev. E. N. 
Haugse, who accepted a call to Wolbach May 1, will also serve the 
Ericson congregation. This small mission increased its contributions 
from $100 to $200. The mission committee of our Synod is con- 
tributing $120 per year. There is a great desire on the part of this 
church for regular services. 

Luther Memorial, Omaha. Organized and became a member of 
the Nebraska Synod May, 1936. At present this congregation worships 
in a chapel located on 52nd and Dodge Sts. Rev. G. E. Moeller be- 
came the first regular pastor of this mission by accepting a unanimous 
call October 24, 1937. This congregation has bought three lots 
on 53rd and Seward and are all paid for. They are now planning and 
hoping for a new church home of their own. Under the leadership 
of Rev. Moeller they are making real progress. : 

The work at Dakota City Emmanuel has been reopened. Students 
from the Seminary have been supplying this con tion regularly 
since Easter Sunday. On Easter Sunday Dr. Luther M. Kuhns con- 


firmed two young people who had been instructed by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Neiswanger during the year. He also administered communion. There 


been an average attendance of 27 at services. 

A call has come from Lisco for services. As soon as time permits 
this field will be canvassed and if there is a sufficient number of 
people interested in a Lutheran Church, services will be arranged for.

During the year many necessary repairs have been made. A 
mortgage of $950.00 was paid on one of our many properties received 
through the Aged Department. $3,334.96 was transferred to the 
Building Fund, still leaving a balance and a current fund of $862.71. 
The income through bequests and wills exceeds that of 1936. 

The institution ministered to 77 aged and 70 children durin 
the year. Thirteen aged passed away during 1937. The health o 
Tabitha Family has been good and no serious illness occurred through- 
out the year. It is a remarkable fact that in all the years that Tabitha 
Home has been connected with our Church, not a single death 
occurred among the children. The Home is sincerely thankful to God 
for His care in behalf of these children. 
| The new girls’ cottage. Bethel. was completed in September and 
dedicated September 10. The building gives full satisfaction and no 
important mistakes have been made in its erection. The building 
was erected at a cost of $21,400.00. The rooms were furnished mostly 
by congregations and individuals. 7 

The greatest need of Tabitha Home is a new Main Building. The 
old building was erected in 1892 and ve constant repairs. There 
are but few single bed rooms in the building, which is by no means an 
ideal situation. The Board asks the endorsement of the Synods for an 
appeal throughout Tabitha Home territory for $100,000.00 in 1940, 
in order that a new Main Building may become a possibility.

In as much as it is the plan of the National Brotherhood, that 
each local Brotherhood should be a member of the State Brotherhood, 
a plan is proposed to have our State Brotherhood Treasurer collect 
the dues for both the State and National Brotherhoods; as many 
organizations are under the impression, that by paying dues to the 
National*® organization, no dues are necessary for the State 
Brotherhood.
